The Silver Fleece 


One spring the Arctic Silver Fox 
Farms Inc, leased a considerable 
tract of land in the Nisqually forest 
reserve in the Casacade Mountains 
of Washington and began importing 
pure-bred silver foxes from Alaska. 
A prime pelt of a silver fox, a glossy- 
black fur with silver markings, is 
sometimes worth as much as three 
thousand dollars in the fur market, 
but a live fox-raising farm is Worth 
consideraby more. 

In the middle of April a light auto¬ 
mobile truck rolled up the Federal 
highway. Near the fox farms the 
truck, rounding a curve, came upon 
a spot in the road where new earth 
had been filled in. The wheels and 
the truck lurched toward the ditch. 
The engine roared, thetruck climbed 
half out of the rut, sank back again 
and toppled slowly on to its side. 

From the load fell a light travel¬ 
ing cage of wood, and as it fell it 
split open. There was a brief flash 
of black pelt that flew toward the 
deep woods. When the dazed pas¬ 
sengers reached the broken cage 
they found it empty.

It was a comparatively narrow 
tongue of fire that had crossed the 
flume, and he believed that two 
minutes would see him past it. 
And then the limb of a fir tree came 
hurtling down from forty feet above 
to block the rails. The crash of its 
fall shook the flume. Edwards set 
the brakes with all his power, but the 
car struck with enough momentum 
to derail it. 

He sprang from the car as it struck 
and seized one end of the smoulder¬ 
ing branch. It was an obstruction 
not easy to move; as hetugged at it 
(he heat made his brain reel. Slow¬ 
ly, however, he pulled it out of the 
way. 

He was shouldering the car back 
on to the rails when he heard a crash 
and felt the flume shake.

But he noticed too that the rails 
bridged the gap, unharmed. 

Escape was cut off behind and on 
both sides.

Sale of the “world’s finest clubhouse 
for the deaf” was voted at a special 
meeting of the Silent Athletic Club 
members, January 4th. The pur¬ 
chasers are a negro organization. Sale 
price $35,000, of which $5,000 is a 
down payment, and the balance in 
monthly iastallments. 

So ends the “when dreams come 
trues” idyl of Johnnie Sullivan and 
Francis P. Gibson; ends successfully 
despite the influx of negroes, which 
jumped fifteen blocks South since pur¬ 
chase of the property for $25,000 in 
1919. Ends just a month to the day 
after Gibson’s death. 

Purchase of the property in May, 
1919, was due to successful flotation 
of a $25,000 bond issue by the lads 
of the Silent Athletic Club, led by 
President Johnnie Sullivan, Treasurer 
Harry Leiter, and Secretary Arthur 
Hinch. Hindi is now the “cinch-king 
of frat recruiters,” leading the pro¬ 
gressive D. A. D. in Detroit; Leiter 
is Chairman of Trustees of the million- 
dollar-frat. 

Well, “dreams came true.” Thirty- 
five thousand dollars velvet. Chi¬ 
cago’s motto of “I Will” did it. And 
chiefly Johnnie Sullivan, that smiling 
Irish dynamo. 

Chicago Division, No. 1, National 
Fraternal Society of the Deaf, held its 
annual public installation of officers 
January 4th—just a month to the 
day after Gibson’s death.

Spragues furnished the tree and Chair¬ 
man Milton Hart provided the dinner, 
also providing each man with a shirt 
and each woman with dress-goods.
